There will be compulsory co- 
urses in En glish as well.

Prin- 
cess Sarvath hives that the 
college will be turned into a 
community centre with its 
facilities open to a wide spec- 
trum of the public, by such 
programmes as night-courses, 
summer courses and specially- 
tailored courses. 

For the time being, only 
women will be admitted to the 
college. This is partly because 
there are already so many 
more facilities of this sort for 
male students, and partly, 
Princess Sarvath said, because 
few men would probably want 
to enroll for courses in areas 
such as child care. In the se- 
cond phase of the college, wh- 
en it Is hoped to introduce co- 
urses in hbrarianshlp and com- 
puter sciences men may well 
be admitted too. 

Princess Sarvath does not 
anticipate that there will be 
any shortage of female appli- 
cants for places at the colle- 
ge. Social ideas are rapidly 
changing, she said. 

;■ “Whether a woman goes 
out to work or not, the whole 
pattern of society is changing”

The Fund will also be able 
to play a useful role fo cutt- 
ing out duplication of effort in 
the field of social welfare, the 
Princess went on. “People 
sometimes tend to rush in and 
start things without relating 
them to what the needs are” 
rite added. 

Plans for the college have 
been in the pipe line since 1976. 
The design stage has delibera- 
tely been a slow and painstak- 
ing one; "What happens in 
Jordan all too often is that we 
get beautiful monuments built 
and no one gets down to the 
nitty gritty of how to run 
th em, ” princess Sarvath said.

to meet 


with the Pope on way 
home from Yugoslavia 


ROME, April 28 (R). — His Majesty King Hussein will confer 
with Pope Paul and Italian Foreign Minister Amaldo Forlanl 
on a five-hour visit tomorrow while on his way borne from 
Yugoslavia, Italian officials said today. 

Pope Paul, who has conferred with President Anwar Sa- 
dat of Egypt and Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan of Israel this 
year, has said the “legitimate aspirations of the Palestine peo- 
ple” should be satisfied. The Pope has also called for “juridi- 
cal and concrete conditions” in Jerusalem to make it a “reli- 
gious city of peace” in which Jews, Christian and Moslems 
could live and have equal rights. 

King Hussein and the Pope were expected to discuss the 
Holy See’s views and the latest situation in the Middle East. 
Italy has been pressing Israel and Egypt to do their utmost 
to reach agreement on peace in the Middle East and Mr. For- 
l»ni was expected to reaffirm this position to the King. 

Meanwhile, continuing his state visit to Yugoslavia King 
Hussein had talks today with Mr. Sergej Krajger, President 
of Slovenia, one of the country's six constituent republics. Of- 
ficials said the talks centred on cooperation between Jordan 
and Yugoslavia. 

King Hussein arrived in Yugoslavia on Wednesday for a 
state visit, - - his first to the communist, but non-aligned co- 
untry. He had two days of talks with President Tito at the 
Yugoslav leader’s northern Adriatic island retreat of Brioni. 

The two discussed the Middle East situation, major in- 
ternational political and economic problems, activities of the 
non-aligned countries and bilateral cooperation, official sour- 
ces said. 

The overcoming of differences between Arab countries 
and the need to strengthen their unity were also on the age- 
nda of the tafics, they added. 

Before his talks with Mr. Krajger today. King Hussein 
toured the Iskra electronic factory in Kranj, a town in the 
north-western Yugoslav republic of Slovenia. Mr. Krajger ga- 
ve a lunch in King Hussein's honour, after which the King left 
for his temporary residence at the Bled Lake, near Ljubljana. 


Carter, Congress may 
avoid confrontation 
on M.E. jets deal 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (R). 
— Signs merged today that 
the • Carter administration co- 
uld avoid a showdown with 
Congress over a proposed pa- 
ckage sale of warplanes to Is- 
rael Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Va- 
nce met leading senators for 
the second time in three days 
to seek support for the propo- 
sal. which he said would be 
submitted to congress later to- 
day. 

All five senators left the br- 
eakfast meeting speaking of 
a better atmosphere and the 
desire of both sides to avert a 
clash. 

Senate Majority Leader Ro- 
bert Byrd told reporters later : 
"The administration does not 
want confrontation, and the 
Senate does not want confro- 
ntation. I see a spirit of acc- 
ommodation and the desire to 
cooperate.” 

Some senators have attacked 
the package approach, and par- 
ticularly objected to the pro- 
posed sale to Saudi Arabia. 

The administration wants 
to sell 50 sophisticated F-15 
aircraft to Saudi Arabia, 15 F- 
5E planes to Egypt and 90 F- 
I5*s and F-16’s to Israel in a 
$4.8 billion package.

Search for Moro 
focuses on Genoa 


GENOA, April 28 (R). — Hun- 
dreds of Italian police blocked 
off most roads Into Genoa to- 
day and searched parts of the 
city for the kidnappers of for- 
mer Premier Aldo Moro. 

But they failed to find the 
Red Brigades guerrillas who 
kidnapped the Christian Demo- 
cratic leader on March 16. 

There was some speculati- 
on that the big police action 
was also aimed at off 

a possible shooting attack by 
the leftwing gang in Genoa. 

The Red Brigades wounded 
a Christian Democratic politi- 
cian in Rome on Wednesday 
and an official of the Fiat car 
company in Turin yesterday. 

The Red Brigades have 1.500 
guerrilla activists and most 
of them received a year's tra- 
ining overseas; one of the gro- 
up's members was quoted to- 
day as saying. 


The Milan daily H Gtornale 
did not reveal how ft h ad ma- 
naged to speak to Cristoforo 
Piancone, a Red Brigades gun- 
man who was wounded in an 
attack on a prison guard two 
weeks ago. 

Piancone, who is recovering 
in hospital in Turin, has app- 
arently refused to talk to po- 
lice, telling them that he is a 
“prisoner of war.” 

The newspaper said 28-year- 
old Piancone had revealed that 
he had twice attempted to 
kill Flat boss Gianni Agnelli 
for the Brigades and had taken 
part in another unsuccessful 
assassination attempt on police 
chief Carlo Alberto Dana Chei- 
sa. 

Piancone is one of the 13 
guerrillas the brigades want 
heed in exchange for the life 
of Aldo Moro, 


President Daoud 
of Afghanistan 
killed in coup 


ISLAMABAD, April 28 (R). — Military forces who say they overthrew and 
lulled Afghanistan President Mohammad Daoud launched air attacks today 
on soldiers still holding out against the coup in the Afghan capital of Kabul. 

Diplomatic reports suggested 
that the coup claimed a heavy 


the administration backing aw- 
ay from its “all or nothing” 
package approach. 

The administration gave the 
slight impression that its posi- 
tion was not as fixed on every 
phase of its offer as it had 
sounded before, he said. 

An apparent softening of 
the Carter administration line 
was today revealed by Sena- 
tor Frank Church, the ranking 
Democrat on the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, shortly be- 
fore the panel was due to go 
into closed session to consider 
the proposed package. 

Senator Church said he bad 
received a letter from Secre- 
tary of State Cyrus Vance in 
which it appeared that "the 
president has united the pack- 
age” 

“I think this clears the way 
for hearings before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
in the near future on the mer- 
its of each individuals sale”. 
Senator Church said in a sta- 
tement. 

But Mr. Vance said Presid- 
ent Carter still reserved jud- 
gement on the ultimate action 
to be taken until he could re- 
view what Congress did on the 
three separate sales, an appar- 
ent hist that if Congress voted 
radical changes all three could 
be withdrawn. 


But diplomatic reports rea- 
ching Islamabad from Kabul 
said the fighting was now sca- 
ttered and the situation was 
calmer after the fierce battles 
which followed the launching of 
the coup yesterday. 

The military rebels said 
President Daoud, 68, the ruler 
of Afghanistan for the last fi- 
ve years, was shot dead after 
refusing repeated requests to 
surrender. 

Kabul Radio said -the presi- 
dent’s brother and closest ad- 
viser, fonner Foreign Minister 
Mohammad Naim, was also ki- 
lled. 

The radio gave no details ab- 
out where the president made 
his last stand against the rebe- 
ls, who appear to be led by 
Air Force chief Col. Abdul 
Khadir. 

The new Military Revoluti- 
onary Council announced the 
abolition of the constitution 
only recently introduced by 
President Daoud, and said the 
country would be ruled by mi- 
litary decree. 

The question occupying dipl- 
omats here was the amount of 
time it would take for the new 
regime to establish itself. 

“Prolonged fighting could 
lead to some big international 
problems,” one diplomat com- 
mented. 

Iran and Pakistan were unli- 
kely to welcome the establish- 
ment on their doorsteps of a 
leftwing military regime, dip- 
lomats said. 

The amount of resistance 
was difficult to calculate. 

Some reports suggested that 
the new regime was gradually 
gaining control over army uni- 
ts. 

But no information was ava- 
ilable about troops stationed 
at large garrison towns scat- 
tered through the mountainous 
country. 

It could be too early to ga- 
uge the success of the coup, 
a diplomat said. 

The coup appeared to be the 
direct result of the assassina- 
tion last week of a Communist 
Party leader and the subsequ- 
ent arrest of seven other Com- 
munists. 

The Afghan frontier remain- 
ed closed today. In Kabul, em- 
bassy staffs reported the situa- 
tion was still too risky to lea- 
ve their compounds. 

Kabul Radio later reported 
that the president was ldlled 
when he refused to surrender 
to rebel troops and tank for- 
ces ringing the presidential pa- 
lace in the centre of the Af- 
ghan capital.

The French consulate, which 
adjoins the palace, was also 
damaged in the attacks but th- 
ere were no reports of casual- 
ties among any members of 
the large foreign community In 
Kabul. 

Commando units also supp- 
orted the coup, the sources 
said, but at least two of the 
seven army divisions based ar- 
ound Kabul -- the seventh 
and eight - - appeared to have 
put up strong resistance. Hea- 
adquarters of the two divisi- 
ons were reported to have be- 
en bombed and rocketed. 

From their windows, reside- 
nts In Kabul saw about 200 bo- 
dies lying in the city's streets, 
diplomatic sources said. 

There was no word on the 
situation in the important ga- 
rrison towns of Kandhar and 
Harat. 

“To seize Kabul is not to 
seize Afghanistan,” cautioned 
one diplomat In New Delhi. 
"Resistance in the form of gu- 
errilla warfare could continue 
for months.” 

The country's terrain is rug- 
ged and mountainous. 


Hoss reappointed 
Lebanese premier 


BEIRUT. April 28 (R). — Le- 
banese President Elias Sarkis 
asked Prime Minister Selim A! 
Hoss today to remain in office 
and form a new government. 

The widely-expected reappoi- 
ntment of Mr. Hoss was anno- 
unced tonight by the Speaker 
of Parliament, Kamel As'ad, af- 
ter a meeting with the presid- 
ent. 

Mr. Hoss beaded a cabinet 
of technocrats formed in the 
aftermath of Lebanon’s 1975- 
76 civil war. The government 
resigned last week, saying that 
politicians should tackle the 
country's problems. 

Mr. Hoss told reporters he 
was faced with a "very diffi- 
cult” task involving “immense 
responsibilities”. 

life called on Lebanese to 
rally round the government "in 
this delicate and crucial period 
in Lebanon’s history.” 


Asked about the formula for 
his new government, Mr. Hoss 
confined himself to saying he 
would start consultations tom- 
orrow with the different parli- 
amentary blocs.

Interesting themes are emerging from the com- 
ments of Israeli Defence Minister Moshe Dayan during 
his talks with American leaders this week. The most 
interesting is the go-it-alone attitude that Mr. Dayan 
exhibits, and this explains much of the obvious dif- 
ferences in opinion between the United States and 
Israel. This attitude came out most clearly in Mr. 
Dayan’s statements to the press about why Israel 
opposes the package deal concept of selling American 
jet fighters to Israel, Egypt and Saudi Arabia. He 
said that “selling of arms to Israel should be conduct- 
ed on its merits and not within a package deal." 

While this attitude may not signal a great new 
insight into the Zionist character, it does mirror 
faithfully the selfish nature of Zionism that has now 
started to stick out like a sore thumb in a world of 
increasingly complex political, military and economic 
interrelationships. Israel - - perhaps with South Africa 
--is swimming against this current of global inter- 
dependence. 

From the American perspective - - and the pers- 
pective of any other state, for that matter - - selling 
sophisticated fighter jets is never done simply on the 
basis of the merit of the matter with regard to one 
country, as Israel wishes it were. Selling weapons is 
the single most important part of any big power’s 
global-strategic plans, and selling American weapons 
to Israel is no different. Mr. Jimmy Carter made this 
clear earlier this week, when he said that supporting 
moderate Arab regimes is good for everybody, and 
selling weapons is a very high form of showing your 
friends that you will support them. Thus arms sales 
become more than just a bilateral question, particul- 
arly for the U.S. in the Middle East, with the great 
economic and strategic considerations that have to be 
kept in mind. But Israel cannot accept this, and asks, 
as Mr. Dayan dutifully did, that a major exception be 
made in the case of Israel. Mr. Carter is right to turn 
him down. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL DUSTOUR Friday expressed its belief that the plan ap- 
proved by the Lebanese parliament Thursday will not succeed in 
achieving a national reconciliation among the parties involved in 
the Lebanese conflict. 

A1 Dustour said : “It is difficult to be convinced that the 
plan represents a real national reconciliation although it represe- 
nts the desire of the majority in the parliament to halt Palestin- 
ian and non-Palestinian armed action on all Lebanese territories.” 

The plan bans private militias and curbs Palestinian guerr- 
illa activity in Lebanon. 

The paper said: "The Palestinian commando presence in 
Lebanon is the essence of the formula adopted by the Lebanese 
parliament.” 

"Although this subjec 1 - is connected with Lebanese sovere- 
ignty. it is at the same tin.-; connected with the right of the Pa- 
lestinian people to regain their land, the arena from which they 
practice their activities and the relationship between this and 
the strategy which the Arabs should work out its details as so- 
on as possible, it added.

Running the business without a 
artisans cooperatives show mixed success 


This Is the last in a three-part series in which the Jordan 
Times Investigated cooperatives, both agricultural and 
nod-agricultural , in Jordan. Today’s article looks in 
particular at non-agricultural cooperatives.

AMMAN, April 27 — The 
biggest printing works in Am- 
man has no boss and its share- 
holders are the men who work 
the presses. It is a coopera- 
tive. 

The Cooperative Printing 
Presses Workers Society is 
one of a number of artisan 
companies which are register- 
ed and helped by the Jordan 
Cooperative Organisation (J- 
CO). There is a shoe-makers’ 
and a blacksmiths’ and a t»le 
makers’ cooperative as well. 
Altogether there are over 
18,000 non-agricultural coope- 
rative members in the coun- 
try. Although they draw far 
less on the funds of the Co- 
operative Bank, they in fact 
outnumber the members of 
farming cooperatives. 

Most of the non-agricultural 
members belong not to artisan 
cooperatives but to consumer 
nr mutual benefit societies. It 
is one of the cardinal princip- 
les of the cooperative move- 
ment that membership is open, 
but in practice mutual benefit 
societies are often formed 
from members of a tribe or fa-

mily who have come to settle 
in the towns. 

They offer all kinds of ser- 
vices. Often members will po- 
ol their savings so as to be 
able to give out loans for their 
children to study abroad. Hou- 
sing loans are also common. 
Some look after widows and 
pay for funerals; some orga- 
nise parties; some lay on spo- 
rts facilities for the kids. The 
membership of these societies 
is often drawn from civil ser- 
vants or middle class people 
and they look to the JCO ma- 
inly for administrative help. 

The artisan cooperatives are 
organised differently, because 
members actually work toge- 
ther to learn their living 

Printers’ Cooperative 

The printing society had mo- 
dest beginnings. In a corner of 
the corridor at the printing 
works - - next to the room wh- 
ere three new off-set litho ma- 
chines and a battery of other 
presses are hard at work, 
there is a large bulky object. 
Lifting up the oil cloth which 
covers it and sweeping a bit 
of dust off the old machine 
with his finger, the manager 
of the cooperative, Mr. Ahmad 
Khader Atallah. explained that 
it was the first press that the 
cooperative had bought - - 
back in 1959. In that year A 
group of hard-up artisans used 
their savings to buy the ma- 
chine because they were fed 
up working for other people. 

As members of the printers 
labour union, they felt that 
they could do something to im- 
prove the conditions of work- 
ers in the whole printing busi- 
ness by offering better condi- 
tions than the private com- 
panies. The cooperative still 
dominates the labour union 
and it still claims to offer bet- 
ter insurance schemes and ho- 
liday pay than its more con- 
ventionally-run competitors. 

Although the management 
of the prinrers cooperative is 
democratically elected and sub- 
ject to the control oF the gen- 


eral meetings of the members, 
there are still salary scales. 
Like any other cooperative, 
the printers have to put a cer- 
tain proportion of their annual 
surplus back into the coopera- 
tive organisation, but the rest 
of it they can spend as they 
like and this is often distribu- 
ted in the form of "patron- 
age". This means in effect pro- 
ductivity bonuses for those 
who work hard. There are now 
37 members. But the printing 
works also employs a number 
of apprentices who are not yet 
qualified to join the society. 
If a man wants to leave the 
cooperative, he can do so at 

any ;ime and take with him 
the capital that he has invest- 
ed in it- * 

The printers are on to a 
successful business. They now 
have a paid-up share capital 
of nearly JD 90,000 and a sal-

es turnover of around JD 
300.000. E\er since the society 
bought its first press, it has 
been in\ e sting in new machine- 
ry. The latest is a complex-lo- 
oking piece of equ:pment from 
Germany which is used for 
folding pamphlets automatical- 
ly. isn't it putting people out 
of work? “Oh no”. Mr. Atallah 
repkcd, “if you don't keep in- 
vesting you will go nut of busi- 
ness all together. The mem- 
bers understand that.” 

There are some printers 
who are too amb:tious ia fit 
into a cooperative; others who 
take life too easily, but on the 
whole, the manager said, the 
men get on well together. 

Tailor's Cooperative 

Leaving behind you the tall 
modern building that houses 


the printers cooperative, you 
make your way through the 
bustle of downtown Amman 
and turn into a dark alley off 
Basman Street. You climb a 
few steps and find yourself 
in a scruffy little workshop, 
belonging to thi- tailurs‘ coope- 
rative. The contrast is striking. 
Not all the cooperatives can 
tell glowing success stories 
and show you chaits of their 
commercial successes. But then 
the fact is that hand-fitted ta- 
iloring is not the profitable 
business that printing is. 

The tailors' cooperative is 
the oldest of the artisan soci- 
eties in Jordan. It has 12 me- 
mbers, most of wham have 
been with the cooperative si- 
nce 1956. Like the printing 
cooperative, this one was ori- 
ginally set up by the labour 
union to show that conditions 
for workers could be impro- 
ved. 


The experiment has been on- 
ly partly successful. The co- 
operative gives its members 
more paid leave than normal 
and has adopted the policy 
of paying regular salaries rath- 
er than piece-work pay. "The 
trouble is", the manager, Mr. 
Sami Ai Kharouf. said as he 
rolled out a piece of cloth on 
the work table "the trouble 
is that the members tend then 
to work less hard.” There 
have been other problems. The 
cooperative has only recently 
emerged from a long-standing 
conflict between those who th- 
ought that its main purpose 
should be to encourage union 
activities and those who put 
the cooperative business first. 
On top of that, the cooperati- 
ve had tended to be too gen- 
erous in making suits for their 
customers on credit, Mr. AI 
Kharouf explained. 

The long term answer may 


be to go into the business of 
producing off-the-peg clothes. 
Mr. AL Kharouf Is keen on 
getting other businesses to 
come together to set up a Jo. 
int factory, but this is not 
easy; the capital investment 
required is big. Meanwhile, 
most of the JCO's money is go- 
ing into farming and not into 
craft production. The tailors 
take out modest loans - • often 
to finance their small whole- 
saling business, but for the 
most part they are on their 
own. They may have to think 
up some new form of organi- 
sation if they are to survive 
in the business. -But that pre- 
sumably is what the cooperati- 
ve movement is all about. In 
the meantime, they may not 
be making fortunes but in the 
little room where the sewing 
machines were purring away 
there seemed to be a happy 
enough atmosphere.

nomic uncertainty.

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Strong economies to turn to the weak for 
aid in pulling world out of economic gloom

LONDON (R). — The strong 
economies of the world will 
be calling this weekend for 
help from their weaker part 1 
ners. 

We alone, they will say, 
cannot shoulder the burden of 
pu lling the world out of high 
unemployment, sluggish indu- 
strial performance and busin- 
ess pessimism which still cli- 
ngs after the recession years 
of the eariv 1970’s. 

It used to be felt that the 
way out of the gloom was for 
the three powerful economies 
of the United States, West 
Germany and Japan to act as 
the “locomotives”, boosting 
their own economic activity 

in the hope that this would 
spread across the world and 
pull the smaller economies 
along. 

Most experts now feel. 


however, that there will be 
a change of emphasis at a se- 
ries of meetings in Mexico 
City this weekend under the 
auspices of the International 

Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Hundreds of delegates, ma- 
inly from the non-communist 
world, will gather there for 
several committee meetings 
designed to discuss internatio- 
nal monetary and economic 
affairs. 

The genera] feeling before 
the meetings take place Is th- 
at other countries in a posi- 
tion to stimulate their econo- 
mies. by giving an incentive 
to producers and consumers, 
will be urged to do so to help 
the efforts of the big three. 

Britain has already started 
to move in this direction by 
easing taxes and the possibi- 
lity of" other nations such as 
France and Italy following 
suit is likely to be explored. 

Meanwhile, the weaker nat- 
ions themselves will be mak- 


ing demands of tbe stronger 
ones. They will be urging th- 
em to ensure that they meet 
their stated targets for eco- 
nomic growth. Many experts 
feel that this is still the si- 
ngle most important factor in 
sustaining global expansion 
and there is much anxiety 
about whether the targets can 
be met. 

This is quite likely to lead 
to the old problem of each 
nation urging some other na- 
tion to increase Its contribu- 
tion to the common good. 
There was a good deal of this 
sort of talk in tbe corridors 
of the last annual meeting of 
the IMF in Washington last 
autumn. 

Acting as a tragic backdrop 
to the whole series of meet- 
ings will be the plight of the 
developing countries, where 
the problem is not so much 
finding rewarding work as 
finding food and shelter. 

Delegates from the develop- 


ing world will be renewing 
their strong call for urgent 
attention to their problems. 

Protectionist worries 

One of their main worries 
at present is the spread of 
protectionist feelings in the 
industrialised countries. 

As the industrialised natio- 
ns struggle with their own 
problems, calls come from 
their industries and unions to 
protect their home industries 
by erecting barriers or var- 
ious subtle obstacles to curb 
competition from foreign im- 
ports. 

This strikes a crippling bl- 
ow to the attempts by deve- 
loping countries to build up 
their own industries, such as 
textile factories which seek 
markets in the industrialised 
world. 

The IMF officials and dele- 
gates from industrialised na- 
tions have all stated from 


time to time their abhorrence 
of protectionism and officially 
at least the industrialised wo- 
rld is pledged to an ever inc- 
reasing freedom of trade. 

But there have been signs 
of a build-up in calls from 
within these nations -- from 
worried businessmen as well 
as trade unionists - - for more 
protection of home industries. 

Chining warning 

Japanese Prime Minister Ta- 
keo Fukuda issued a chilling 
warning at the beginning of 
the vear. He said" that the 
present state of international 
economic relations reminded 
•him of the early 1930's, when 
Western nations successively 
introduced protectionist poli- 
cies and “everyone walked 
down the road to the World 
War II". 

But other nations, struggling 
with trade deficits, have said 
that Japan must curb its own 


floods of exports to help stem 
the demands for protectionist 
measures. 

The enormous trade deficit 
of tbe United States, compar- 
ed with Japan's huge trade 
surplus, has been an underly- 
ing factor in the recent dec- 
line of the dollar which has 
plunged the world’s foreign 
exchange markets into a state 
of anxiety. 

Ways of restoring currency 
stability will be high on the 
agenda of this weekend's me- 
etings- 

Some of the ideas worked 
out by deleeates this week- 
end may find their way on to 
the negotiating table at an 
important economic summit 
this July. 

Leaders of the United Sta- 
tes, West Germany, Japan. 
France. Italv Canada and 
Britain will meet in Bonn to 
discuss how to break through 
the obstacles hampering world 

recovery.

Championship. 

The latest news from Scot- 
land. however, suggests that 
the Argentinians can breathe 
again.

George Bell, managing di- 
rector of a travel company in 
Stirling. Scotland, said; “It 
looks as if realism is taking 
over now.

"When we beat Wales 
people started - cooking up all 
sorts of schemes to get out 
"there cheap. I think most ha- 
ve seen sense ^ now. 

Even if they “did get there 
I didn't think they’d be able 
to buy seats. The Argentin- 
ians insist on people buying 
blocks of tickets for a series 
of games. Most of the stand- 
ing tickets are being sold to 
the local people.” 

“Invasion win happen” 

There are, however, still 
pockets of resistance to this 
commonsense view. Some Sc- 
ots are still insisting that the 
invasion -- after the Anfield 
game one Scot cried defiant- 
ly; "We shall walk there if we 
have to. Football's what we 
live fori” -- will happen, al- 
beit on a smaller scale than 

envisaged-

— American-Soviet differences in their strate- 
gic arms limitation tal k s (SALT) are narrowing and could be settled by the 
summer, diplomats of the North Atlantic (NATO) alliance reported today. 


On the basis of American in- 
formation this week to NA- 
TO's Permanent Council in 
Brussels, agreement is near on 
five major issues, officials of 
several countries said. The in- 
formants asked not to be na- 
med. 

Problems still to be settled 
were identified as limits on 
the ranges of the Soviet Back- 
fire bomber and the American 
Cruise missile, the precise nu- 
mber of strategic weapons to 
be removed from the arsenals 
of the superpowers, the deg- 
ree of modernisation to be al- 
lowed to existing weapons 
and systems and just when 
the new cutbacks should be- 
gin. 

U.S. Secretary of State Cy- 
rus Vance and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, in- 
formants said, managed to re- 
duce differences between them 
on some of these problems in 
Moscow last week.

Marchais 
under fire

PARIS, April 28 (AP). — 
Communist Party leader Geor- 
ges Marchais brushed aside 
allegations from some sections 
of the party that his leader- 
ship was undemocratic.

U.K. by-elections show 
strong pro-Tory trend 


LONDON, April 28 (AP). — 
A strong trend towards the 
opposition Conservative Party 
was shown jn the results of 
two special elections for the 
House of Commons, announced 
today. 

The Conservatives held the 
seats of High Wycombe in 
Buckinghamshire and Epsom 
and Ewell in Surrey with soar- 
ing majorities in yesterday’s 
balloting. Both traditionally 
are safe Tory constituencies. 

At High Wycombe, Ray Wh- 
itney boosted the Tory majo- 
rity over the candidate of the 
governing Labour Party to 
15,568 from 9,079 at the 
1974 general elections. The 
voting among four candidates 
showed a 7.9 per cent swing 
to the Tories.^. 

At Epsom and Ewell, Tory

Archie Hamilton boosted his 
party’s ballot lead over Lab- 
our from 16^90 to 20,928, a 
62 per cent swing in a five- 
cornered fight 

In both seats the vote for 
Britain’s third party, the mid- 
dle-road Liberals, collapsed 
dramatically. It appeared Libe- 
ral supporters up and down the 
country were switching to the 
Tories or staying at home in 
disillusion with their leaders 1 
pact to support the minority 
Labour government in House 
of Commons voting. 

The elections followed the 
death of Sir John Hall at High 
Wycombe and the elevation 
of Sir Peter Rawlinson of 
Epsom and Ewell to the House 
of Lords.

Brazil turns to West Europe 
to help rapidly transform 
it into a developed nation

RIO DE JANEIRO, (F.T.) — 
The new Brazilian foreign po- 
licy is based on the strategy 
of exploiting commercial diff- 
erences between the U.S. and 
the capitalist countries of 
Western Europe. It aims at 
progressive reduction of de- 
pendence on American know- 
how and the progressive pro- 
motion of commercial exchange 
with Western Europe and Ja- 
pan. 

The reason behind this ap- 
proach is that the highly in- 
dustrialised European eoun tri- 
er have re-organised their in- 
dustrial production by hiring 
cheap foreign labour and have 
opted for turning the resour- 
ces of their economies to the 
sale of sophisticated technolo- 
gy abroad. Americans try to 
do exactly the same through 
their multinational corporatio- 
ns but their terms and condi-

tions are very rigid and limi- 
ted. Brazil wants to turn to 
Europe for a full cycle of un- 
limited technology together 
with the necessary financing. 

Brazilians believe that such 
a policy will guarantee her ra- 
pid transformation from the 
group of under-developed co- 
untries to the group of deve- 
loped ones and then later on, 
to the group of decision-mak- 
ing countries. No doubt, so- 
me important political factors 
play an important part in this 
doctrine.

Arafat said last night that tho- 
se hanking CO A division With- 
in the commando movement, 
particularly within tbe Fateh 
ozganisatkm, wore mistaken. 

Addressing a ceremony fa 
Beirut marking the graduation 
of Palestinian officers, Mr. 
Arafat said: “I declare on your 
behalf that the unity of the 
Palestinian revolution and the 
unity of Fateh are too solid to 
be affected by anything.” 

Mr. Arafat said Arabs who 
were still banking on an Ame- 
rican solution to the Middle 
East crisis would lose their 
bet- 

Addresslng the ceremony at 
the Palestinian Revolution Mi- 
litary Academy here, Mr. Ara- 
fat said: "We beat the Israelis 
in 1968 and again in 1978.” 

He was referring to the 
Karameh battle, on the River 
Jordan, with the Israelis in 
1968, and the March 15 Israeli 
invasion of south Lebanon. 

“Let it be known to all ... 
As long as there are Palesti- 
nian women who beget child- 
ren, the revolution endlessly 
will generate fighters and the 
struggle will continue,” said 
Mr. Arafat.

ponded past Mr. Arafat’# da- 

ta. 

“I say It today, from thi* 
spot, on this historic occasion, 
that tbe Palestinian revolution 
wDl never bow to (US. Pre- 
sident J&nmy) Carter and (I* 
raeli Premier Menacham) Bo- 
gin,” said Mr. Arafat 
He said that Mr. Carter 
was trying to "force the Pa, 
lestinimas and some Arab re- 
gfmes to accept an Americas, 
tailored Israeli peace plan 
to force u# to crawl." 

The military academy is # 
3,000 st l metre walled com. 
pound, surrounded by Pilestt 
Sian refugee dwellings with- 
in the Sha tills camp on the 
southern edge of Beirut. 

Some 4,000 refugees and 
guerrillas crowed the acade- 
my’s training ground while Mr 
Arafat delivered his speech. 

Mr. Arafat promised that 
the guerrilla movement and 
the Palestine Liberation Array 
will “fight on to retain the 
Arab nature of the Middle 
East." 

The 120 graduates are to 
serve with the PLA and the 
guerrilla groups. Including the 
Iraqi-backed Arab Liberation 
Front, the Popular Front far 
the Liberation of Palestine, 
the Popular Struggle Front 
and the PLA Military Police. 
There also were cadets repre- 
senting the Lebanese leftist 
movement.
